WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

President Barack Obama 
and his legislative allies 
scrambled Monday to 
try to revive his severely 
wounded trade agenda, 
although Democrats and 
Republicans alike said all 
options have serious hur¬ 


dles. 

Obama’s chief of staff, 
Denis McDonough, spoke 
with the House Democratic 
leader Nancy Pelosi whose 
rejection of Obama’s pleas 
on Friday capped the stun¬ 
ning setback delivered 
mainly by the president’s 
own party. Details of the 
conversation weren’t im-

mediately available. The 
White House said Obama 
himself was likely to speak 
with House Speaker John 
Boehner. 

The Republican majority 
leader of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives said Congress 
must find a way to pass 
Obama's trade agenda, 
but he acknowledged 


there’s no obvious path¬ 
way. 

Kevin McCarthy told report¬ 
ers “there are many differ¬ 
ent options” to revive the 
trade package the House 
derailed last week. He said 
a new vote could come as 
early as this week, but Re¬ 
publican leaders, who gen¬ 
erally support the initiative, 
first must survey the political 
and legislative landscapes. 
Obama seeks “fast track” 
negotiating authority, 
which previous presidents 
have had. It allows the 
president to send Congress 
proposed trade agree¬ 
ments that lawmakers can 
ratify or reject, 
but not change. Obama 
saysU.S. products must 
reach wider markets and 
is pushing for a landmark 
deal that is meant to fa¬ 
cilitate trade with a host of 
Pacific Rim nations. 

But labor unions and many 
liberals adamantly oppose 
free-trade deals. They say 
the pacts ship U.S. jobs 
overseas and reward na¬ 
tions with weak environ¬ 
mental and workplace 
standards. 


To derail fast track, scores 
of Democrats voted Friday 
to kill a program they’ve 
embraced for years, which 
gives federal aid to workers 
displaced by international 
trade. 

The Senate had combined 
fast track and the aid pro¬ 
gram into one bill, enabling 
House Democrats to bring 
down the entire package 
by killing the aid program, 
which most Republicans 
oppose to begin with. 
McCarthy and others have 
proposed several possible 
ways to revive the pack¬ 
age, although all carry seri¬ 
ous challenges. 

McCarthy said the best 
solution is for House Demo¬ 
crats to reverse course and 
approve the entire legis¬ 
lative package -- includ¬ 
ing fast track and the dis¬ 
placed worker aid -- and 
let Obama sign it into law. 
Many Democrats say that’s 
unlikely. 

Another possibility is to try 
to pass fast track alone, 
perhaps with some Demo¬ 
cratic votes and enough 
Republicans to supply the 
rest.Q 
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Jeb Bush Officially Enters Bid for White House

MIAMI (AP) — Former 
Florida Gov. Jeb Bush 
launched a White Flouse 
bid months in the making 


Monday with a vow to win 
the Republican presiden¬ 
tial nomination on his own 
merits and stay true to his 
beliefs — easier said than 
done in a crowded primary 
contest where his conser¬ 
vative credentials will be 
sharply challenged 
Bush is unquestionably one 
of the top-tier candidates 
in a large Republican field 
of 11 major candidates 
that lacks a true front-run¬ 
ner. Wisconsin Gov. Scott 
Walker and Ohio Gov. John 
Kasich are among those still 
deciding whether to join a 
field that could end up just 
shy of 20. 

For Bush, the 2016 Repub¬ 
lican contest will test both 
his vision of conservatism 
and his ability to distance 
himself from family. 

“Not a one of us deserves 
the job by right of resume, 
party, seniority, family, or 


family narrative. It’s no¬ 
body’s turn,” Bush said, 
confronting critics who sug¬ 
gest he simply seeks to in¬ 
herit the office already held 
by his father and brother. 
“It’s everybody's test, and 


it’s wide open — exactly 
as a contest for president 
should be.” 

Neither his father, former 
President George H.W. 
Bush, nor his brother, for¬ 
mer President George W. 
Bush, attended Monday’s 
announcement. The fam¬ 
ily was represented instead 
by Jeb Bush's mother and 
former first lady, Barbara 
Bush, who once said that 
the country didn’t need yet 
another Bush as president, 
and by his son George P. 
Bush, recently elected Tex¬ 
as land commissioner. 
Before the event, the Bush 
campaign came out with 
a new logo — Jeb! — that 
conspicuously leaves out 
the Bush surname. 

Bush sought to turn the 
prime argument against 
his candidacy on its head, 
casting himself as the true 
Washington outsider while 


lashing out at competitors 
in both parties as being 
part of the problem. He 
opened his campaign at a 
rally near his south Florida 
home at Miami Dade Col¬ 
lege. 


Bush said: “We are not go¬ 
ing to clean up the mess in 
Washington by electing the 
people who either helped 
create it or have proven in¬ 
capable of fixing it.” 

That was an indirect but 
unmistakable swipe at Re¬ 
publican presidential rivals 
in the Senate. Among them 
are his political protege, 
Florida Sen. Marco Rubio, 
as well as Sens. Ted Cruz 
of Texas and Rand Paul of 
Kentucky. 

Paul said Monday there’s 
“Bush-Clinton fatigue” in 
America. “I think some 
people have had enough 
Bushes and enough Clin¬ 
tons," Paul said in an inter¬ 
view with The Associated 
Press. 

Former Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton is 
the clear favorite in the 
Democratic contest, set¬ 
ting up the possibility of 


another Bush-Clinton race 
following her husband Bill 
Clinton’s victory over Presi¬ 
dent George H.W. Bush in 
1992. 

Bush joins the race in prog¬ 
ress in some ways in a com¬ 
manding position, in part 
because of his family con¬ 
nections and support from 
the party establishment 
that has enabled him to 
raise what may be a re¬ 
cord amount of money at 
this stage to support his 
candidacy. But on other 
measures, early public 
opinion polls among them, 
he has yet to break out, 
particularly in the early vot¬ 
ing states of Iowa and New 
Hampshire. 

In the past six months. Bush 
has made clear he will re¬ 
main committed to his core 
beliefs in the campaign to 
come — even if his posi¬ 
tions on immigration and 
education standards are 
deeply unpopular among 
the conservative base of 
the party that plays an out- 
sized role in Republican pri¬ 
maries. 

Mark Meckler, a leader 
of the ultraconservative 
tea party movement, said 
Bush’s positions on educa¬ 
tion and immigration are 
“a nonstarter with many 
conservatives.” 

Yet a defiant Bush has 
showed little willingness to 
placate his party’s right 
wing. Bush, whose wife is 
Mexican-born, addressed 
the packed college arena 
in English and Spanish, an 
unusual twist for a political 
speech aimed at a nation¬ 
al audience. 

He aimed his message on 
Monday at the broader 
swath of the electorate 
that will ultimately decide 
the November 2016 gen¬ 
eral election. Minority vot¬ 
ers, in particular, have fu¬ 
eled Democratic victories 
in the last two presidential 
elections. □ 


US judge gives 
partial victory 
to ex-AIG CEO 
in bailout case

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

federal judge handed a 
partial victory to the former 
CEO of American Interna¬ 
tional Group, who claimed 
the government’s bailout 
of the insurance giant in 
the heat of the financial 
crisis was unfairly punitive. 
Judge Thomas Wheeler 
ruled Monday to validate 
the allegation made in 
the lawsuit by former AIG 
Chairman and CEO Mau¬ 
rice Greenberg. But the 
judge rejected Green¬ 
berg's demand for some 
$40 billion in damages 
for himself and other AIG 
shareholders from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

The suit alleged that the 
$85 billion bailout of the 
teetering insurance giant 
in September 2008 violat¬ 
ed the Constitution’s Fifth 
Amendment by taking 
control of AIG without “just 
compensation.” 

The unusual case raised 
the issue of limits on the 
government’s power in re¬ 
sponding to financial ca¬ 
tastrophe. It brought the 
rare spectacle of back-to- 
back courtroom testimony 
in a trial last fall by three 
former leaders of the gov¬ 
ernment's bailout — then- 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke, Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson 
and New York Fed Presi¬ 
dent Timothy Geithner. 

The eight-week trial took 
place in the U.S. Court of 
Federal Claims. 

Wheeler called the govern¬ 
ment's conduct in its tak¬ 
ing control of 80 percent 
of AIG's stock an “illegal 
exaction” and criticized its 
“unduly harsh treatment of 
AIG in comparison to other 
institutions. ”□

SPOKANE, Washington (AP) 

— The president of a chap¬ 
ter of a major U.S. group 
advocating for the rights of 
African Americans resigned 
Monday, just days after her 
parents said she is a white 
woman posing as black — a 
dizzyingly swift fall for an ac¬ 
tivist credited with injecting 
remarkable new energy into 
the civil rights organization. 
The furor touched off fierce 
debate around the country 
over racial identity and di¬ 
vided the NAACP itself. 

“In the eye of this current 
storm, I can see that a sepa¬ 
ration of family and organi¬ 
zational outcomes is in the 
best interest of the NAACP,” 
Rachel Dolezal, who was 
elected the Spokane chap¬ 
ter's president last fall, wrote 
on the group's Facebook 
page. “Please know I will 
never stop fighting for hu¬ 
man rights.” 

City officials, meanwhile, 
are investigating whether 
she lied about her ethnic¬ 
ity when she landed an 
appointment to Spokane’s 
police oversight board. On 
her application, she said 


her ethnic origins included 
white, black and American 
Indian. 

Dolezal, a 37-year-old wom¬ 
an with a light brown com¬ 
plexion and dark curly hair, 
graduated from historically 
black Howard University, 
teaches African studies at 
a local university and was 
married to a black man. 
For years, she publicly de¬ 
scribed herself as black and 
complained repeatedly of 
being the victim of racial 
hatred in the heavily white 
region. 

The uproar began last week 
after Dolezal's parents told 
the news media that their 
daughter is white with a 
trace of Native American 
heritage. They produced 
photos of her as a girl with 
fair skin and straight blond 
hair. 

Her mother, Ruthanne 
Dolezal of Troy, Montana, 
told reporters she has had 
no contact with her daugh¬ 
ter in several years. She said 
Rachel began to "disguise 
herself” as black after her 
parents adopted four black 
children more than a de¬ 
cade ago. 

Rachel Dolezal initially dis¬ 


missed the controversy, 
saying it arose from a legal 
dispute that has divided the 
family, and repeatedly side¬ 
stepped questions about 
her race. "That question is 
not as easy as it seems,” she 
said. “There's a lot of com¬ 
plexities.” Late last week, 
the national NAACP stood 
by her, saying “one’s racial 
identity is not a qualifying 
criteria or disqualifying stan¬ 
dard for NAACP leader¬ 
ship." 

But Dolezal came under in¬ 
creasing pressure from local 
chapter members to resign. 
Kitara Johnson, an NAACP 
member in Spokane who 
has been calling on Dolezal 


to step down, welcomed 
the resignation as “the best 
thing that can happen right 
now." Johnson said that 
the most important thing is 
to focus on the work of the 
NAACP, and that she hopes 
Dolezal remains a member 
of the organization. 

“She knows her stuff,” John¬ 
son said. 

Dolezal has been widely 
credited with reinvigorat¬ 
ing Spokane’s moribund 
NAACP chapter. In resign¬ 
ing, she boasted that under 
her leadership, the chap¬ 
ter acquired an office, in¬ 
creased membership, im¬ 
proved finances and made 
other improvements. 


Cornell William Brooks, 
national president of the 
NAACP, declined to com¬ 
ment on the resignation. 

The controversy drew con¬ 
flicting views from other 
NAACP leaders. 

“I care that she was try¬ 
ing to make the world a 
better place every day," 
said Frank Hawkins Jr., the 
NAACP president in Las Ve¬ 
gas. "The color of a person's 
skin does not matter.” 

Don Harris, a white man who 
heads the NAACP in the 
Phoenix area, criticized her, 
saying: “What do you gain 
in saying, ‘I'm an African- 
American' when you’re 
not?'0

rari, who he described 
as a gangster wanna-be 
well known for falsely tell¬ 
ing people he was John 
Gotti’s nephew. "I'm confi¬ 
dent that when you hear all 
the evidence in this case, 
you’re not going to allow 
Mr. Moscatiello to be a fall 
guy for a murder he did not 
commit and a murder he

U.S. court: Workers can be 
fired for using pot off-duty

FORT LAUDERDALE, Florida 
(AP) — Reputed mobster 
Anthony “Big Tony” Mosca¬ 
tiello ordered a prominent 
Florida businessman killed 
by a hit man in 2001 dur¬ 
ing a bitter power struggle 
over a fleet of lucrative 
gambling ships, a prosecu¬ 
tor told jurors Monday in 
Moscatiello's murder retrial. 
Moscatiello, who authori¬ 
ties say is a member of New 
York’s Gambino crime fam¬ 
ily once headed by John 
Gotti, wanted to ensure 
that Konstantinos “Gus” 
Boulis didn’t regain control 
of SunCruz Casinos and po¬ 


tentially oust him from the 
flow of money, Assistant 
State Attorney Brian Cava- 
nagh said in an opening 
statement. 

Moscatiello and a Miami 
Beach-based cohort, An¬ 
thony "Little Tony” Ferrari, 
were being paid by the 
new SunCruz owners for 
security and consulting af¬ 
ter Boulis had sold all but a 
small share of the business. 
Just before the Feb. 6, 2001, 
shooting, Boulis was suing in 
court to regain complete 
control, Cavanagh said. 
"Greed, greed, greed is 
why they killed a human 
being. Out of greed,” Ca¬ 
vanagh said, his voice ris¬ 


ing. "They weren’t going to 
let Gus Boulis take back the 
company. They didn’t want 
to lose the money.” 

Ferrari was convicted after 
a 2013 trial and sentenced 
to life in prison. Moscatiello, 
77, was granted a mistrial 
when his attorney became 
ill and is now on trial for a 
second time. He has plead¬ 
ed not guilty, denies mob 
connections and could 
face the death penalty if 
convicted of firsf-degree 
murder. He is also charged 
with murder conspiracy.

Foreign ownership of US 
Treasury securities drops

WASHINGTON (AP) — For¬ 
eign holdings of U.S. Trea¬ 
sury securities fell in April, 
the first setback since Oc¬ 
tober. 

Total holdings slipped to 
$6.14 trillion, down 0.6 per¬ 
cent from the record lev¬ 
el of $6.18 trillion in March, 
the Treasury Department 
reported Monday. 

China, the No. 1 foreign 
holder of U.S. government 
debt, boosted its holdings 
a slight 0.2 percent to 
$1.26 trillion in April follow¬ 
ing a 3 percent rise in the 
previous month. The big 
March advance allowed 


China to regain the top 
spot in foreign ownership 
of Treasury securities after 
having relinquished the 
No. 1 ranking in February. 
Japan, which had briefly 
surpassed China, trimmed 
its holdings by 0.9 percent 
in April to $1.22 trillion. 
It remained in second 
place. 

Demand for U.S. govern¬ 
ment debt is expected to 
remain strong this year. 
February marked the 
first time that Japan had 
been in the top spot since 
August 2008 when China 
overtook Japan as the 
largest foreign owner of 
Treasury securities.□

Measures of current sales 
conditions and traffic by 
prospective buyers also 
surged. Builders’ outlook for 
sales of single-family homes 
over the next six months 
also rose sharply. 

The robust jump in confi¬ 
dence among builders re¬ 
flects improved demand 
for new homes so far this 
year despite a sluggish start 
to the spring home-selling 
season. A brutal winter shut 
down construction sites 
and slowed buyer traffic 
at open houses earlier this 
year. 

Job gains over the past 
year have put homebuy- 
ers in a stronger financial 


position, which has helped 
drive sales higher. Employ¬ 
ers have added more than 
3 million jobs as the unem¬ 
ployment rate has steadily 
dropped to 5.4 percent. 

In April, new home sales 
recovered from a 10 per¬ 
cent dip in March, climbing 
6.8 percent to a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate 
of 517,000. That's still be¬ 
low the 700,000 pace that 
economist say indicates a 
healthy market. 

Even so, sales of new U.S. 
homes are running 23.7 per¬ 
cent higher through the first 
four months of the year than 
the same period in 2014. 
Homebuilders also have 
benefited from a tight sup¬ 
ply of available homes for 


sale, which has helped lift 
home prices. Over the past 
12 months, the median sales 
price for new homes has ris¬ 
en 8.3 percent to $297,300. 
Rising mortgage interest 
rates may be creating some 
urgency among would-be 
homebuyers. 

Average long-term U.S. 
mortgage rates jumped last 
week to their highest levels 
this year, with the key 30- 
year rate topping 4 percent 
for the first time since late 
2014. The latest NAHB index 
was based on responses 
from 246 builders. Its mea¬ 
sure of current sales condi¬ 
tions for single-family homes 
jumped seven points to 65, 
the highest reading since 
November 2005.Q

The seizure of Tal Abyad 
threatened to flare tensions 
between Kurds and ethnic 
Arabs, who accused the 
Kurdish militia of deliber¬ 
ately displacing thousands 


of people from the town, 
which has a mixed popula¬ 
tion. 

Redur Khalil, a spokesman 
for the main Kurdish fight¬ 
ing force, known as the 
YPG, said Kurdish fighters 
entered from the east and 
were advancing west to¬ 
ward the town’s center 
amid fierce clashes with 
pockets of IS resistance. 
“We expect to have full 
control over Tal Abyad 
within a few hours,” he told 
The Associated Press by 
telephone. 

A few hours later, the YPG 
announced on its Face- 
book page that it had lib¬ 
erated the town. 

The Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights confirmed the Kurd¬ 
ish fighters had “almost full 
control” of Tal Abyad by 
Monday evening, and had 
taken command of the 
border crossing with Turkey. 
It said some 40 Islamic State 
militants were targeted by 
U.S.-led airstrikes as they 
tried to flee south. 

An AP photographer in Ak¬ 


cakale, on the Turkish side 
of the border, saw several 
dozen YPG fighters waving 
their yellow triangular flag 
and flashing victory signs. 
Earlier, several dozen Kurd¬ 
ish gunmen were seen run¬ 
ning up a hill, moving west. 
A few people on the Syr¬ 
ian side of the border were 
seen raising the green, 
white and red flag of the 
Free Syrian Army before be¬ 
ing apprehended by Turk¬ 
ish security after they broke 
a hole in the border fence. 
A contingent of Free Syr¬ 
ian Army fighters is battling 
alongside the Kurds in an 
effective alliance against 
the Islamic State group 
called “Burkan al-Furat," or 
Volcano of the Euphrates. 
The loss of Tal Abyad, some 
50 miles (80 kilometers) 
north of Raqqa, the capital 
of the Islamic State group’s 
self-declared caliphate, is 
the extremists' biggest set¬ 
back since Kurdish fighters 
took control of the Kurd¬ 
ish border town of Kobani 
near Turkey, after fighting IS 
for months. □ 


Uncertainty over US strike against al-Qaida leader in Libya

CAIRO (AP) — Pentagon 
officials say they believe 
they hit their target — the 
one-eyed, al-Qaida-linked 
commander who led a 
deadly attack on an Alge¬ 
rian gas facility in 2013. But 
uncertainty still surrounds 
the U.S. airstrike in east¬ 
ern Libya, and whether 
Mokhtar Belmokhtar was 
actually among the mili¬ 
tants said to have been 
killed in the bombing. 
Libyan officials say Sun¬ 


day's airsfrike hit a gather¬ 
ing of militants on a farm 
outside Ajdabiya, a coastal 
city about 850 kilometers 
(530 miles) east of the capi¬ 
tal, Tripoli, but there were 
conflicting reports on how 
many died. 

An initial assessment shows 
the bombing that targeted 
Belmokhtar was success¬ 
ful, and “posf-sfrike assess¬ 
ments" were still underway 
Monday to determine 
whether the Algerian mili¬ 
tant was killed, said Col. 
Steve Warren, a Pentagon 
spokesman. 


“But we're not prepared to 
confirm that because we 
haven’t finalized our assess¬ 
ment," he said, adding that 
the strike had hit a “hard 
structure.” 

Maj. Mohammed Hegazi, 
a military spokesman from 
Libya’s internationally 
recognized government 
based in the east, also 
said tests were needed to 
identify the dead, which 
numbered at least 17, with 
their bodies badly burned. 
Among those killed were 
three foreigners — a Tuni¬ 
sian and two unidentified 


militants, he said. 

Hegazi criticized his own 
government for rushing to 
confirm late Sunday that 
Belmokhtar was among the 
dead. 

“I don't confirm or deny. 
We are waiting confirma¬ 
tion,” he told The Associat¬ 
ed Press by telephone. “It is 
not easy.” 

He said the raid was based 
on solid intelligence that 
indicated militants forced 
out of the eastern city of 
Benghazi by fighting there 
had taken refuge in Ajd¬ 
abiya. 


No civilians were killed, 
Hegazi said, adding that 
the militants took the fatally 
wounded Tunisian to a hos¬ 
pital in Ajdabiya, clashes 
erupted with local troops 
that left three soldiers dead. 
In the airstrikes, two F-15 
fighter jets had launched 
multiple 500-pound bombs, 
a U.S. official said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because the official was 
not authorized to discuss 
details of the attack. Au¬ 
thorities say no U.S. person¬ 
nel were on the ground for 
the assault. □ 
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As markets hit, Greece says it’s ready to resume talks

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece insisted Monday it 
is ready to return to bailout 
talks “at any moment" after 
a breakdown in negotia¬ 
tions with creditors pushed 
the country closer toward 
bankruptcy and jolted in¬ 
ternational markets. 

As concern over Greece's 
financial future swelled 
across financial markets 
and the two sides quar¬ 
reled over who’s to blame 
for the current standoff. 
Prime Minister Alexis Tsip- 
ras called an emergency 
meeting with his team of 
bailout negotiators. 

Without the release of the 
remaining money left in 
Greece’s bailout fund, the 
country faces the pros¬ 
pect of a debt default on 
June 30, putting up limits on 
money transfers and even¬ 
tually dropping out of the 
euro.Those fears dominat¬ 
ed trading in financial mar¬ 
kets on Monday. The Stoxx 
50 index of leading Euro¬ 
pean shares closed down 
1.6 percent while the main 
index in Athens ended 4.7 
percent lower. Greek bor¬ 
rowing costs rose, in a clear 
sign that investors are more 
worried about default, 
with the yield on two-year 
bonds up 2.7 percentage 
points at 28.5 percent. 
While remaining low, bond 
yields also rose in Italy, 
Spain and Portugal as in¬ 
vestors worried those coun¬ 
tries might be most affect¬ 
ed by turmoil in Greece. 

In recent days, hopes had 
emerged that the outlines 
of a deal could emerge at 
a meeting of the 19 euro¬ 
zone finance ministers in 
Luxembourg on Thursday, 
but those expectations are 
fading after the weekend 
breakdown. 

The meeting had been 
billed as a decisive mo¬ 
ment in the protracted 


talks as the Greek bailout 
program runs out at the 
end of the month and Ath¬ 
ens needs to pay some 1.6 
billion euros to the IMF or 
risk a default. The negotia¬ 
tions center on freeing up 
7.2 billion euros ($8.1 billion) 
to make sure Athens can 
keep paying off loans. 
European officials urged 
Greece to swiftly resume 
negotiations with inter¬ 
national creditors, which 
include its partners in the 
eurozone and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund. 
“Greece must not wait 
... there's not a moment 
to lose," French President 
Francois Flollande said. 

And European Central 
Bank chief Mario Draghi 
told EU lawmakers in Brus¬ 
sels that “the ball lies 
squarely in the camp” of 
the Greek government. 
Draghi underlined the 
ECB’s role in supporting 
Greek banks, allowing up 
to 83 billion euros ($93 bil¬ 
lion) in emergency credit, 
but cautioned that such 
lending could only contin¬ 
ue so long as Greek banks 
remain solvent. The lenders 
have been allowed to pur¬ 
chase short-term govern¬ 
ment bills within limits, help¬ 
ing the government with 
its day-to-day struggle to 
raise cash. Draghi said that 
limit could only be raised 

— a move that could help 
ease some of the govern¬ 
ment's financing concerns 

— if there was a clear pros¬ 
pect of an agreement that 
will lead to the release of 
more bailout money. 

Asked under what circum¬ 
stances the ECB would 
end emergency support, 
Draghi said: “I don'twantto 
speculate” on what would 
happen if Greece misses 
its upcoming payments to 
its creditors. The ECB will re¬ 
view its support for Greek 
banks on Wednesday. 

Most observers think the

Ukraine’s artillery duels again take toll on civilians 


DONETSK, Ukraine (AP) — 

Crackling forth over radio, 
the voice ordered tanks to 
take position in a residen¬ 
tial area in Donetsk, the 
stronghold of separatist 
rebels in east Ukraine. 

The rebel armored vehicles 
trundled to their destina¬ 
tion accompanied by a 
reinforced minivan carry¬ 
ing infantrymen to provide 
cover. Minutes later, the 
shells blasted toward gov¬ 
ernment positions. Out of 
ammunition, the tanks left 
the scene. Later the same 
morning, artillery flew in the 
opposite direction — this 
time seemingly from Ukrai¬ 
nian troops, hitting a se¬ 
verely damaged area still 
inhabited by hundreds of 
families. 

Artillery duels like this one 
have been a dominant 
feature of Ukraine’s con¬ 
flict, which the United 
Nations estimates has 
claimed at least 6,454 lives 
among both combatants 
and civilians. After months 
of relative tranquility ush¬ 
ered in by an internation¬ 
ally brokered armistice in 
February, civilian deaths 
are again becoming 
commonplace amid the 
stepped-up heavy weap¬ 
ons fighting. 


UNICEF, the United Na¬ 
tions children’s agency, 
said that at least 68 chil¬ 
dren have been killed in 


the conflict — many by 
artillery. UNICEF said some 
children were injured by 
heavy weaponry as re¬ 
cently as last week, when 
heavy fighting erupted in 
Donetsk suburb of Marinka. 
The rebel artillery last week 
hit a checkpoint, killing a 
rebel fighter and wound¬ 


ing at least two others. 
More often than not, the 
shells are less precise and 
slam into homes, shops or 


a public building, killing or 
wounding civilians. 

Rebels say they are fight¬ 
ing to push back Ukrainian 
forces from their main city 
and keep them as far away 
from the civilian popula¬ 
tion as possible. Ukrainian 
officials say separatists are 
looking to provoke a new 


round of full-blown war. 
What AP reporters have 
been able to observe looks 
like hit-and-run strikes by 


rebel forces, often carried 
out from inside residen¬ 
tial zones. Some Donetsk 
inhabitants are willing to 
confirm as much. 

“There is outgoing fire and 
then, after a while there is 
incoming shelling. This has 
been going on for a year,” 
said Valentina Barkova, as 


she cleared away debris 
from a strike on an apart¬ 
ment block neighboring 
her own over the week¬ 
end. 

Tensions are at a break¬ 
ing point for residents. On 
Monday, a spontaneous 
rally broke out demanding 
an end to the war. Some 
locals are calling for a big 
push to thwart the Ukrai¬ 
nian army, but many allied 
to the insurgents are also 
calling on them to pull their 
weapons out of residential 
areas. 

Rebel commanders insist 
that they have no heavy 
weapons on the front, 
despite evidence to the 
contrary. “There are no 
such weapons here. We 
pulled them back. We use 
small arms and that's that. 
We are not violating the 
(peace) agreements even 
in the slightest way,” said 
the head of the rebel unit 
at a front line position near 
the remains of Donetsk 
airport. The commander 
identified himself only by 
the nom de guerre Petro¬ 
vich. Separatist spokesman 
Eduard Basurin said Friday 
that two civilians had been 
killed as a result of Ukrai¬ 
nian shelling the previous 
dayO

Pro-European parties ahead in Moldova's local elections

CHISINAU, Moldova (AP) 

— Pro-European parties 
came out ahead of those 
favoring closer ties with 
Russia in Moldova's local 
elections, an overall vote 
count indicated Monday, 
although many cities had 
no outright winner and will 
hold runoffs in two weeks. 
In Chisinau, the incumbent 
mayor, pro-European Dorin 
Chirtoaca was ahead but 
without enough votes to 
secure a majority. 


Pro-European parties 
scored about 51 percent 
of the votes nationwide in 
Sunday's ballot, with pro- 
Russian parties polling at 
about 36 percent, the re¬ 
sults showed. The remain¬ 
der of votes went to inde¬ 
pendent parties. 

The elections were seen as 
a test of whether Moldova 
would remain committed 
to European integration 
or choose to move closer 
to Russia. Pro-European 
parties won outright in 348 
cities, towns and villages. 


while pro-Russian parties 
won in 56 others and inde¬ 
pendent candidates in 34. 
In some 458 other places 
runoffs will be held June 
28 because no candidate 
secured more than 50 per¬ 
cent of the vote. 

They include Chisinau, 
where Chirtoaca had 37.4 
percent of the vote and 
pro-Russian challenger Zi¬ 
naida Greceanai had 35.9 
percent after 99 percent 
of the vote was counted 
Monday. Renato Usatii, a 
pro-Russian businessman. 


won outright in Moldova’s 
second-largest city, Balti, 
taking 73.7 percent of 
votes. The city in northern 
Moldova is traditionally pro- 
Russian. Usatii, who head¬ 
ed the Patria party, fled to 
Russia in November ahead 
of parliamentary elections, 
saying he feared arrest by 
Moldovan authorities after 
a court banned his party 
from taking part in the bal¬ 
lot because it received 
money from abroad. 
Pro-Russian businessman 
Man Shor, who is being 


probed over the disap¬ 
pearance of $1.5 billion 
from three Moldovan 
banks before the Novem¬ 
ber elections, won outright 
in the eastern town of town 
of Orhei, polling 62 percent 
of the vote. 

The local elections in the 
former Soviet republic 
came days after pro-Euro-

VATICAN CITY (AP) — A 

draft copy of Pope Francis’ 
eagerly awaited encycli¬ 
cal on the environment 
calls for urgent action to 
protect the Earth and fight 
global warming, which the 
pope says is “mostly" due 
to human activity and the 
burning of fossil fuels. 

The Vatican spokesman, 
the Rev. Federico Lombar¬ 
di, said the document that 
was leaked to the Italian 
newsweekly L’Espresso and 
published on its website 
Monday was not the final 
version and that the official 
encyclical would still be 
released as scheduled on 
Thursday. 

The L’Espresso draft, which 
was published in galley 
form in Italian, makes many 
of the same points that 
Francis and his advisers 
have been making in the 
months-long rollout of the 


document. 

In the draft, Francis lays out 
both the scientific and the 
moral reasons for protect¬ 
ing God’s creation, noting 
that the poor are already 
suffering the most from air 
pollution and toxic dump¬ 
ing and will continue to 
bear the brunt of rising sea 
levels and extreme weath¬ 
er conditions. 

The draft says population 
growth isn’t to blame for 
ecological problems but 
rather the consumerist, 
wasteful behavior of the 
rich.Francis backs up his 
comments with science 
showing the impact on the 
planet of the continual loss 
of biodiversity in Amazo¬ 
nian rainforests, the melt¬ 
ing of Arctic glaciers, the 
overfishing of the seas and 
the pollution of the world’s 
water supply. 

Francis has said he wanted 
the encyclical to be read 
by everyone — not just

19-year-old daughter of a 
Russian woman has con¬ 
fessed to killing and dis¬ 
membering her mother 
and her 12-year-old sister, 
because she thought they 
were performing witch¬ 
craft against her, Mexican 


prosecutors in the border 
state of Baja California said 
Monday. 

An official in the state 
prosecutors’ office, who 
was not authorized to be 
quoted by name, said the 
older daughter had not yet 
been detained because 
police were waiting for a 
formal arrest warrant. 


The alleged culprit has 
been identified as Anasta¬ 
sia Lechtchenko, but the 
Russian Embassy in Mexico 
City could not immediately 
confirm that name. 

The prosecutors' official 
said that the young wom¬ 
an told investigators she 
planned the crime and 
committed it without ac¬ 


complices, but that the cir¬ 
cumstances of the killings 
were still under investiga¬ 
tion. 

The dismembered bodies 
of the 45-year-old mother 
and her daughter were 
found last week in plastic 
bags at their home in Pla- 
yas de Tijuana, about a 
half mile (1 kilometer) from 


the U.S. border The rotting 
bodies were discovered 
when police responded to 
reports of a stench coming 
from the garage. 

In a statement Thursday, 
prosecutors had said that 
two people were being 
questioned and that “the 
family environment could 
have been the cause.”□ 


Auto sales plummet in Brazil, hamstringing key industry

SAO PAULO (AP) — Plum¬ 
meting auto sales in Brazil 
amid the nation's worst 
economic crisis in a de¬ 
cade have battered the 
industry that makes up 
one-fourth of the country’s 
industrial gross domestic 
product and has led to 
widespread layoffs and 
mandatory leaves. 

At least 6,000 workers in 
auto factories have been 
laid off since January, of¬ 
ficials say, and another 
20,000 put on furlough. 
Those add to thousands of 
jobs lost last year. 
Additionally, Fenabrave, 
an association of auto 
dealers, said 250 of the 
country’s 8,000 dealerships 
have gone out of busi¬ 
ness this year, resulting in 
12,000 lost jobs. 

Behind the worst crisis in 


more than a decade for 
the world’s fourth-largest 
auto market is the “un¬ 
certainty surrounding the 


country’s sluggish econ¬ 
omy, reduced access to 
credit and a drop in con¬ 
sumer confidence," said 


Rodrigo Baggi, an auto in¬ 
dustry analyst at Sao Pau¬ 
lo's Tendencias Consul¬ 
tancy. “Purchases of non- 


essential durable goods 
like cars, motorcycles and 
electrical appliances are 
being postponed.” 


It’s another sign of the se¬ 
rious trouble facing the 
Brazilian economy, which 
is forecast by most econo¬ 
mists to contract by more 
than 1 percent this year, 
with consumer spending 
dwindling, unemployment 
hitting a five-year high and 
inflation soaring about 2 
percentage points above 
the government's target 
ceiling of 6.5 percent. 

The Brazilian Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers Associa¬ 
tion estimates that vehicle 
production will drop to 2.6 
million units in 2015, about 
18 percent less than last 
year’s output as a result 
of the lower demand, said 
the association’s president, 
Luiz Moan. That’s a severe 
blow to automakers, who 
for a decade have en¬ 
joyed booming auto sales 
in Brazil and consider the 
nation vital to their over¬ 


all bottom lines. Carmak¬ 
ers maintain a 10-percent 
profit margin in the South 
American nation, as com¬ 
pared to the global aver¬ 
age of about 3 percent. 
But it’s also putting stress 
on a massive supply-chain 
industry that employs more 
than 200,000 people. 

Moan said that during the 
last 12 months, roughly 10 
percent of the automakers' 
labor force of 138,000 had 
been dismissed — many 
taking early retirements of¬ 
fered by auto companies 
trying to cut costs. 

Marcos Aurelio Prado 
Araujo, a welder for the 
past decade at a Mer¬ 
cedes truck and bus chas¬ 
sis plant in the Sao Paulo 
suburb of Sao Bernardo do 
Campo, where much of 
Brazil's auto industry is cen¬ 
tered, was given his pink 
slip in late May.Q

Police: Missing Malaysian tanker likely hijacked by pirates 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malay¬ 
sia (AP) — A Malaysian 
oil tanker that went miss¬ 
ing last week carrying fuel 
worth 21 million ringgit ($5.6 
million) and 22 crew mem¬ 
bers is believed to have 
been hijacked by pirates, 
marine police said Mon¬ 
day. 

MT Orkim Harmony, load¬ 
ed with 7.5 million liters (2 
million gallons) of gasoline 
belonging to national oil 
company Petronas, was 


headed to northern Kuan- 
tan when communica¬ 
tions with it were lost late 
Thursday near Singapore. 
It was the second tanker 
believed to have been hi¬ 
jacked this month in the 
same area. 

Ahmad Puzi Abdul Kahar, 
deputy director-general 
of the Malaysian Maritime 
Enforcement Agency, said 
there was a “high prob¬ 
ability” that the tanker was 
taken by pirates, although 


no ransom demands have 
been received. The crew 
consists of 16 Malaysians, 
five Indonesians and a 
Myanmar national. 

He said the vessel didn’t 
issue any distress call and 
all communications and 
tracking systems could 
have been turned off. 
Another Malaysian tanker 
carrying diesel fuel was hi¬ 
jacked June 4 in the same 
area. The vessel was re¬ 
leased after the fuel was 


siphoned off. 

Ahmad Puzi said it will be 
more difficult to steal the 
gasoline because it is high¬ 
ly flammable and requires 
special safety equipment. 
He said the nearest such 
facilities are in Thailand, 
Brunei and Vietnam. 

The agency is in touch with 
its regional counterparts to 
track the vessel, he added. 
The International Mari¬ 
time Bureau says attacks 
against small tankers off 


Southeast Asia’s coasts 
have been rising since 
last year. Gangs of armed 
thieves usually target small 
tankers in the region for 
their cargo, looking specifi¬ 
cally for marine diesel and 
oil to steal and then sell, 
it says. Pirates have been 
particularly active near In¬ 
donesia’s Bintan island and 
in the South China Sea, 
where 11 vessels were hi¬ 
jacked last year, the bu¬ 
reau said. □

The courtship

UNIVERSITY PLACE, Wash. 
(AP) — Robert Streb 
walked off the third green 
at Chambers Bay, looked 
both directions and head¬ 
ed left down a dirt path to¬ 
ward Puget Sound. 

Wrong way. He walked 
back up the hill and stood 
in front of a large sign that 
showed a map of the 
course, arms crossed as he 
tried to figure out one of 
the many mysteries about 
this U.S. course. In this case, 
it was a simple question — 
where was No. 4?

One fairway is just over 100 
yards wide. And it’s so dif¬ 
ficult to determine where 
the fairway ends and the 
green starts that the USGA 
has marked each green 
with white dots about a 
yard apart to outline the 
putting surface. 

Morgan Hoffmann, one of 
11 players who competed 
at Chambers Bay in 2010 
for the U.S. Amateur, de¬ 
scribed it with words that 
could take on any mean¬ 
ing. 

Interesting. Different. 

About the only one he left 
out was exciting. 

“Oh, it will be exciting, ab¬ 
solutely,” Hoffmann said. 
“There’s going to be shots 
you see on TV that they're 
going to replay and you're 
going to say, ‘How did that 
happen?' Because you 
can't see anywhere near 
what the slopes are.” 
Monday was busier than 
usual for a U.S. Open as the 
courtship of Chambers Bay 
got started with the first of¬ 
ficial day of practice. 

Tiger Woods was among 
those who took a scout¬ 
ing trip within the past two 
weeks. He was first out on 
the back nine and plans to 
go nine holes a day. Jor¬ 
dan Spieth played Cham¬ 
bers Bay for one round in 
the U.S. Amateur (he shot 
83), played it again when 
his caddie got married and 
spent the weekend getting 
reacquainted. 

The reviews are mixed, 
which is not unusual for any 
U.S. Open. 

Chambers Bay is not a links 
course. It just dresses up like 
one, especially with the 
fescue grass that gives the 
course a blend of brown 
and green, mixed with yel¬ 
low wisps of fescue framing 
the rugged and expansive 
bunkers. 


“There’s plenty of danger 
out there,” Paul Casey 
said. “Visually, it’s fairly 
generous off the tee with 
what I’ve grown up with on 
links, if you're going to call 
this a links. You can have a 
lot of fear standing on the 
tee at links courses — Muir- 
field, Birkdale and the like. 
“You know if you don’t 
pipe, it you’re going to be 


looking for a ball for a long 
time. Here, it’s generous. 
The premium is put on the 
second shot and on the 
green. Where do you miss 
your second shot?” 

Retief Goosen, a two-time 
U.S. Open champion, hit 
the front of the first green in 
front of the flag, which was 
the wrong spot. It took a 
slope to the left and rolled 
off the green. It rolled so 
far, in fact, that Goosen 


had to use a laser to figure 
out how hard he had to 
get back toward the flag. 
The greens have so much 
contour that they look like 
oversized potato chips. 
Bubba Watson posted a 
video of him with his back 
to the hole, putting some 
40 feet away from the cup 
up a ridge and watching it 
roll back and into the hole. 


Streb, once he found his 
way to the fourth tee, 
proved to be a quick 
study. The flags on the 
green might as well been 
there for decoration. Streb 
stood in the fairway and 
gazed some 30 yards right 
of the green. 

There were two TV towers 
on either side of a large 
grandstand. He settled on 
a USGA logo in the mesh 
bunting of the bleachers. 


the third one from the left, 
as his best line to get close 
to the hole. 

“I think it’s a fun golf 
course,” Jimmy Walker 
said. “You have to be re¬ 
ally careful hitting into the 
greens — where to hit and 
where not to hit. ... My first 
go-around, you see the pin 
and look at the book and it 
was hard to tell. I’ve still got

It can be deceptive in so 
many ways. 

Walker recalled one par 
4 in which he thought he 
could clear all the bun¬ 
kers down the right side.

“Visually, I couldn’t do it. It 
didn’t look right,” Walker 
said. “I went ahead and 


did it my way. And it was 
bad.” 

For the moment. Chambers 
Bay is so new and so differ¬ 
ent that it's more intriguing 
than aggravating. Then 
again, scores don’t count 
until Thursday. Walker said 
he played in a group that 
produced plenty of birdies 
and decent scores. 

And one aspect of the U.S. 


Open has changed. 

“I don’t know exactly what 
the mission statement is to 
find a U.S. Open course 
and how to set it up,” two- 
time Open champion Lee 
Janzen said. 

“But I would imagine that 
it would be to provide a 
challenging test so that 
the best players in the 
world are challenged, and 
hopefully bring out the best 
players for that week.’O 
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Up 3-2, Warriors expect Cavs’ punch in Game 6

— Stephen Curry received 
treatment for dehydra¬ 
tion following Game 5 of 
the NBA Finals, a little worn 
out after carrying Golden 
State to the brink of its first 
championship in 40 years. 
The Warriors will need him 
at his best Tuesday, know¬ 
ing what's coming from 
LeBron James in Cleve¬ 
land. 

“They’re going to come 
out and give it their best 
punch,” Warriors guard 
Klay Thompson said. 

The Warriors will have two 
chances to win the series 
after taking a 3-2 lead with 
their 104-91 victory Sunday. 
They would host Game 7, if 
necessary, on Friday. 

“We don’t want to come 
back here," Thompson 
said. “As much as we’d 
love to win it in front of our 
fans, we really want to fin¬ 
ish it in Cleveland.” 

James had 40 points, 14 
rebounds and 11 assists 
Sunday, his second triple¬ 
double in the series, and 
was asked how he copes 
with such a performance 
not resulting in victory. 
“Well, you cope with it by 
understanding it’s just one 
game and looking at the 
opportunity we have on 
Tuesday to force a Game 
7,” he said. “Obviously, for 
myself, I want to do what¬ 
ever it takes to help our 
team win, and I haven’t 
been able to do that the 


last two. So hopefully I can 
do a better job coming in 
on Tuesday. We all as a unit 
can do a better job, and 
we'll be fine.” 

Some things from Game 5 
to watch when the series 
returns to Cleveland: 

MVP! MVP!: After Curry's 
dismal Game 2 and rough 
start to Game 3, he has 
rediscovered his shot. His 
37-point performance 
Sunday including seven 
3-pointers, the second time 
in the series he's fallen one 
shy of Ray Allen's NBA Fi¬ 
nals record. 

“I just think sooner or later, 
Steph's going to get go¬ 


ing,” Warriors coach Steve 
Kerr said. “Fie had a tough 
first couple of games. Fie 
got going at the end of 
Game 3 in the fourth quar¬ 
ter, and that's all it takes. 
Steph makes a couple 
shots, he feels like he’s got 
it rolling, and he’s been 
great ever since.” 
FANTASTIC FINISHES: The 
Warriors, with their superior 
depth, have largely domi¬ 
nated the fourth quarters 
of the last three games, 
outscoring the Cavaliers 
by 12, 15 and seven points. 
Whether the problem has 
been fatigue or poor exe¬ 
cution, the Cavaliers know 


they have to clean that up 
in Cleveland. 

“We gave up 31 points in 
the fourth,” James said of 
Sunday's game. “Some of 
them were free throws, but 
a lot of them were them 
just breaking us down. So 
we’ve got to do a better 
job of that.” 

LEGEND OF LEBRON: James 
is averaging 36.6 points, 
12.4 rebounds and 8.8 as¬ 
sists in the series with two 
triple-doubles. He’s one shy 
of tying the record of four 
40-point games in one fi¬ 
nals, set by Jerry West in 
1969 and Michael Jordan 
in 1993, and has been so 


good that the Warriors 
don’t even pretend they 
might stop him. 

“He’s been there for years 
now, so you're not going 
to shut him down. But if 
you continue to make him 
work hard for each and 
every bucket that he gets, 
it takes a toll on his body," 
said Golden State’s Dray- 
mond Green, the runner- 
up for Defensive Player of 
the Year. 

“If he gets 40, he gets 40. 
Like I said, that’s why he’s 
LeBron James. You can go 
throw a triple-team at him, 
and he'll probably still get 
40, but as long as you make 
him work for those 40, then 
you've got to be satisfied 
with what you do.” 
HACK-AN-IGGY: Though 

Cleveland coach David 
Blatt has said he is against 
the Hack-a-Shaq strate¬ 
gy of intentionally fouling 
away from the ball, Andre 
Iguodala wasn’t surprised 
when the Cavaliers used 
it against him down the 
stretch. 

Iguodala was just 2 for 11 
from the tree-throw line in 
Game 5 and a woeful 6 for 
18 (33.3 percent) in the fi¬ 
nals, so he figures he may 
see more of the strategy 
the remainder of the series. 
“So got a day tomorrow 
when we get to Cleveland 
to prepare for it, and it's a 
challenge,” Iguodala said. 
“Just like any other chal¬ 
lenge, you want to meet it 
head on and you want to 
be ready for it.’Q 


Federer struggles past 
Kohlschreiber in 3 sets

Roger Federer got away 
with a close call in the 
opening round of his fa¬ 
vorite Wimbledon tune- 
up event, beating Philipp 
Kohlschreiber 7-6 (8), 3-6, 
7-6 (5) at the Gerry Weber 
Open on Monday. 

Federer is seeking his eighth 
title in Halle, a grass-court 
tournament that is tradi¬ 
tionally his preparation for 
Wimbledon, where he will 
be chasing a record eighth 
title later this month. 


“We were not happy with 
the draw,” the top-seeded 
Federer said. “He could 
have won today and 
would have deserved it. I 
was lucky, 

although I'd already been 
thinking that this may not 
be my day.” 

Federer mixed some spec¬ 
tacular moves, including 
a behind-the-back shot 
when caught on the wrong 
foot, with some uncharac¬ 
teristic errors. He appeared 
irritated by a late chal¬ 


lenge by the German and 
hit a volley wide to drop 
serve. Federer's backhand 
into the net gave Kohlsch¬ 
reiber the middle set. 
Federer wasted two match 
points at 5-4 in the third 
and trailed 5-3 in the tie¬ 
breaker, with Kohlschreiber 
having an opportunity to 
serve out the match. But 
he missed with a slice and 
then slipped while trying 
to reach a shot. With the 
score at 5-5, Kohlschreiber 
hit a wild smash way out of

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Starter or sub? Abby Wambach says she just wants to win

VANCOUVER, British Columbia (AP) — Abby 
Wambach will do whatever it takes to win the 
Women’s World Cup, even if that means she’s 
coming off the bench. 

Wambach came in as a second-half sub in the 
United States' scoreless draw against Sweden 
on Friday night, the team's second group-stage 
match. The second-ranked U.S. will conclude 
the stage Tuesday night with a match against 
Nigeria. 

“The World Cup for us, for our sport, is the big¬ 
gest title you can win as a team,” she said. 
“I’ve never had the opportunity to win one. I’ve 
come close. That’s obviously a dream of mine 
to be able raise that trophy for my country.” 
Before Sweden, the all-time leading U.S. scor¬ 
er hadn’t come off the bench in a World Cup 
match since 2003. This is the 35-year-old for¬ 
ward's fourth trip to the tournament. 

A win against Nigeria, ranked No. 33 in the 
world, would give the United States a first-place 
finish in Group D and send the team to Edmon¬ 
ton, Alberta, to open the knockout round next 
Monday. 

After starting in the 3-1 tournament-opening 
victory of Australia, Wambach entered against 
Sweden in the 68th minute. Less than 10 min¬ 
utes later, she had one of the best U.S. scoring 
chances of the game, a header that Hedvig 
Lindahl popped up and over the crossbar. 
Wambach believes that if she had been play¬ 
ing on real grass, she would have scored on 
that header. This is the first World Cup played 
on artificial turf, which has been a contentious 
issue among many players, and especially 
Wambach. 

Wambach led the way last year when a group 
of players filed a claim in Canada saying that 
putting the Women’s World Cup on artificial 
turf amounted to gender discrimination — be¬ 
cause the men's event had never been played 
on what some disdainfully call a “plastic pitch." 
FIFA wouldn’t bend on the issue, saying that 
Canada's bid in 2011 — the only bid in the end 
for this year's event — stipulated the tourna¬ 
ment be played on an artificial surface. The 
group that filed the claim eventually dropped 
it so they could focus on preparation for the 
event. 

“For me, I definitely think that the U.S. has more 
goals if we’re playing on grass,” she said. 
Before the match against No. 5 Sweden, a New 
York Times profile of Swedish coach Pia Sund- 
hage, the former U.S. coach, quoted her as say¬ 
ing she’d use Wambach as a sub. Sundhage 
led the U.S. to two Olympic gold medals and 
to the final of the 2011 World Cup in Germany, 
where the team lost to Japan on penalty kicks. 
Sundhage expanded on her comments in 


Canada the day before the match. 

“You have players starting the game, but you 
have players that will end the game. And Abby 
is a player that will make the difference (at the 
end of games). So I would have that in my back 
pocket and throw her in and win the game. 
Now, I don’t know the team today, but I saw 
the game against Australia, and today, play¬ 
ing against Sweden, I would start her because 


she’s that good,” Sundhage said. 

Wambach doesn’t see herself as coming off 
the bench all the time. 

“I think my role for this team, being a longer 
tournament, might be different from game to 
game, opponent to opponent,” she said. “We 
have such strong depth, that's one of the big¬ 
gest strengths of our team, and the ability of 
our coaching staff to go down our bench to 
fix problems that are happening and to close 
out games. ... And hopefully when we get to 
games four, five and six — and hopefully seven 


— those decisions will pay off." 

Nigeria is coming off a 2-0 loss to Australia on 
Friday, following a 3-all draw with Sweden in 
the opener. The Super Falcons' speed and 
physicality — as well as a spirited group of mu- 
sic-playing supporters — won fans for the team 
in Canada. 

But Nigeria was stung by FIFA's three-game sus¬ 
pension of defender Ugo Njoku, who elbowed 


forward Samantha Kerr in the face during Fri¬ 
day’s match. 

Nigeria’s only chance to advance to the 
knockout stage is with a victory over the United 
States. Wambach said the United States is wary 
of Nigeria. While the Americans are the lopsid¬ 
ed favorites to win the match, there's already 
been one big upset: France’s surprising 2-0 loss 
to Colombia on Saturday. 

“I think that they're going to play as hard as 
they can," Wambach said. “They're fighting for 
their lives in this tournament. "□

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French app hopes to link Muslim faithful with prayer sites

MARSEILLE, France (AP) 

— They simply wanted a 
place to pray, as required 
five times a day for faith¬ 
ful Muslims. But in France, 
that's not necessarily sim¬ 
ple. 

The country has relatively 
few Muslim prayer spaces 
compared with the popu¬ 
lation — one for every 1,200 
by some estimates — and 
a group of five friends from 
a variety of backgrounds 
decided they could do 
something about a prob¬ 
lem they found themselves 
facing every day. 

They created an online 
community they called 
Salatsurfing, building an 
app and website to link the 
faithful with people willing 
to donate space. Salatsurf¬ 
ing lists about 150 spaces 

— homes or businesses — 
throughout France. About 
2,500 people have joined 
since the geolocation ser¬ 
vice started in September. 
Sofiane Benabdallah, one 
of the founders, says the 
idea is similar to Airbnb or 
Uber — with one crucial 
difference: 

The service is free and the 
space is donated. 

“By no means do we want 
to replace mosques. The 
mosque's role is clearly 
identified in Islam’s pre¬ 
cepts 

," said Yosra Farrouj, anoth¬ 
er of fhe founders. “Salat¬ 
surfing is really an alterna¬ 
tive in the way we allow 
someone to pray when a 
mosque is closed or there is 
no mosque around.” 
Otmane Aziz, whose meet¬ 
ing room is among the list¬ 
ings, said it was natural 
to donate it as a prayer 
space. 

“It’s a question of brother¬ 
hood, solidarity. To me, it 
seems right,” Aziz said.Q

Password service warns users to change their, yep, passwords

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

popular web service that 
promises to help people 
keep their passwords se¬ 
cure has reported hack¬ 
ers may have obtained 
some user information — 
although not actual pass¬ 
words — from its network. 
Security experts say it’s just 
another indication that any 
online information is subject 
to attack. LastPass, which 
makes a program that 
stores multiple passwords 
in encrypted form, warned 
Monday fhaf it had de¬ 
tected “suspicious activ¬ 


ity” on its own computer 
system, which led to the 
discovery that some users’ 
email addresses, password 
reminders and encryption 
elements were compro¬ 
mised. The company said 
it had blocked the attack 
and its investigation found 
no evidence that individual 
passwords or user accounts 
were breached. 

The Fairfax, Virginia, com¬ 
pany is advising users to 
change their LastPass mas¬ 
ter passwords, which are 
used to retrieve encrypted 
individual passwords for the 
users’ other online services 
or accounts. But it said they 


don’t need to change indi¬ 
vidual passwords for all their 
accounts. It’s also taking 
steps to verify the accounts 
of users who log in from a 
device or router they have 
not used before. 

“We are confidenf fhaf our 
encryption measures are 
sufficient to protect the vast 
majority of users,” CEO Joe 
Siegrist said in a blog post, 
while apologizing to users 
for the inconvenience of 
changing their passwords. 
When users are signed into 
their LastPass account, its 
software then automati¬ 
cally enters the appropri¬ 
ate password for each ser¬ 


vice or website as required. 
Many security experts rec¬ 
ommend using password 
managers, like LastPass 
and other similar services, 
because they make it easi¬ 
er to have a different, hard- 
to-crack password for each 
online accounf, wifhouf 
having fo remember each 
one.Several experts praised 
LastPass for disclosing the 
apparent breach and said 
users shouldn’t be overly 
alarmed. But they agreed 
that users should change 
their master passwords and 
refrain from clicking on links 
in emails fhaf claim to be 
from LastPass. □

The merger marks the first 
big move toward consoli¬ 
dation among the major 
publicly traded homebuild¬ 
ers in years and comes as 
the U.S. housing market 
continues to gradually re¬ 
gain its footing after years 
in a deep slump. 

The two California-based 
homebuilders said late 
Sunday that their boards 
of directors unanimously 
agreed to go forward with 
“a merger of equals" that 
would form a company 
with an equity market capi¬ 
talization of about $5.2 bil¬ 
lion. 

Ryland was the fifth-ranked 
U.S. homebuilder last year, 
based on home closings, 
while Standard Pacific was 
11th, according to Builder 
magazine. Together, the 
builders accounted for 
12,633 home closings last 
year, which would make 
the combined company 
the fourth-biggest build¬ 
er. The top three are D.R. 
Horton, Lennar Corp. and 
PulteGroup. 

Executives at Standard Pa¬ 
cific and Ryland said the 
merger will create a com¬ 
pany that can sell homes 
potentially to a broader 
array of buyers. The new 
company would also own 
or control roughly 74,000 
land parcels for homes. 
“We believe we're in 
the middle innings of the 
homebuilding cycle,” Scott 
Stowell, CEO and president 
of Standard Pacific Homes, 
said in an interview. “We’re 
able to integrate the com¬ 
pany, position it with ap¬ 
proximately 540 active sell¬ 
ing communities, so that 
we can fully capitalize on 
the housing market recov¬ 
ery." 

Standard Pacific sells 
homes in California, Arizo¬ 
na, Colorado, Texas, Flori¬ 
da and the Carolinas and 
caters primarily to move- 
up buyers, or homeowners 


looking to sell their home 
and buy a new one. Ry¬ 
land Group sells homes in 
17 states and builds homes 
aimed to everyone from 
first-time homebuyers to 
high-end homes. 

“It seems to be a good 
fit,” said Alex Barron, presi¬ 
dent and founder of Hous¬ 
ing Research Center, an 
independent equity firm 
in El Paso, Texas. “There 
are some advantages po¬ 
tentially in terms of cost of 
labor, cosf of maferials, if 
you're perceived fo be a 
bigger builder." 

Job gains over the past 
year have put homebuy¬ 
ers in a stronger financial 
position, which has helped 
drive sales of new homes 
this year. Through the first 
four months, sales of new 
U.S. homes were running 
23.7 percent higher than in 
the same period last year. 
Homebuilders have ben¬ 
efited from a tight supply 
of available homes for sale, 
which have driven home 
prices higher. Over the past 
12 months, the median 
sales price for new homes 
has risen 8.3 percent to 
$297,300. 

In April, new home sales 
climbed 6.8 percent to a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 517,000. Still, sales 
remain below the 700,000 
pace that economist say 
indicates a healthy market. 
“We’re in the early stages 
of recovery, so we’re look¬ 
ing for that slow, steady 
growth,” said Larry Nichol¬ 
son, Ryland's president and 
chief executive. 

“We see the opportunity 
to put the two (compa¬ 
nies) together, strengthen 
our market positions, take 
some costs out of the busi¬ 
ness, put more money to 
the bottom line, become 
a much more efficient or¬ 
ganization, while continu¬ 
ing to grow it, which gives 
you a lot of benefits in the 
market.” 

Ryland and Standard Pacif¬ 
ic estimate that the merger 
could result in annual cost 
savings of $50 million to $70 
million for the new com¬ 
pany. A significant amount 
of those savings could be 
reaped by late next year, 
the companies said.Q 
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US factory output down in May, hurt by oil refining cuts

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

factory output slipped in 
May, hurt by a decline in 
oil refining that overshad¬ 
owed solid gains by auto¬ 
makers. 

The Federal Reserve said 
Monday that manufactur¬ 
ing output declined 0.2 
percent last month, as 
productivity has basically 
been flat since January. 
Manufacturing has been 
hurt by the stronger dollar, 
higher oil prices reducing 
equipment orders and ac¬ 
tivity at refiners, and previ¬ 
ously by cold winter weath¬ 
er at the start of the year. 
“Manufacturers will contin¬ 
ue to struggle with the im¬ 
pact of the dollar's rise for 
some time yet," said Paul 
Ashworth, chief U.S. econo¬ 


mist at Capital Economics. 
Overall industrial produc¬ 
tion — which also includes 
utilities and mining — fell 
0.2 percent in May. Mining 
activity that covers oil and 
natural gas drilling tumbled 
for the fifth straight month, 
while output at utilities in¬ 
creased slightly. 

In the manufacturing cat¬ 
egory, fossil fuel refining 
and chemical production 
dropped last month, as did 
the food, beverage and 
tobacco sector. 

The declines reinforced the 
possibility of a prolonged 
slump as the Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank of New York 
separately reported Mon¬ 
day that its Empire State 
manufacturing index fell 
to negative 2 in June. Any 
reading above zero indi¬ 
cates expansion. 


The dollar has risen 18 per¬ 
cent against a basket of 
international currencies in 
the past year. That makes 
U.S. goods more expen¬ 
sive overseas and makes 
imports cheaper, hurting 
sales in the U.S. and inter¬ 
nationally. This puts more of 
the pressure on consumer 
spending to boost eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

In a sign of consumer 
strength, auto production 
rose 1.7 percent, accord¬ 
ing to the Fed’s industrial 
production figures. The 
third consecutive month¬ 
ly improvement at auto 
plants is among the signs of 
a broader factory come¬ 
back. 

“We are not surprised by 
the sluggishness of manu¬ 
facturing, and it does not 
change our view that the 


consumer will be at the 
forefront of the economy 
over the next year," said 
Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics. 

More people are buying 
autos. Cars and trucks sold 
last month at an annual 
pace of 17.8 million — the 
fastest monthly rate since 
2005, according to indus¬ 
try analyst Autodata Corp. 
The greater demand could 
keep assembly lines hum¬ 
ming at auto plants. 

Other reports indicate that 
an industrial resurgence 
could help propel stronger 
growth through the rest of 
2015. 

U.S. manufacturing growth 
improved in May for the 
first time in six months, ac¬ 
cording to the Institute for 
Supply Management, a 


trade group of purchas¬ 
ing managers. Its index of 
manufacturing activity rose 
to 52.8 last month from 51.5 
in April. 

That's the highest reading 
since February. Any read¬ 
ing above 50 signals ex¬ 
pansion. 

Several economists see 
stronger growth in the sec¬ 
ond quarter of the year, 
after the economy shrank 
at annual pace of 0.7 per¬ 
cent during the first three 
months. 

Private forecaster Macro- 
economic Advisers says 
that economic growth is 
tracking at an annual rate 
of 2.5 percent in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. The Atlanta 
branch of the Federal Re¬ 
serve estimates that growth 
is running at 1.9 percent in 
the second quarterO 


Target selling pharmacy, clinic businesses to CVS

Target will sell its pharmacy 
and clinic businesses to 
CVS Health in the latest 
twist behind a push from 
big retailers to become all 
things to all customers. 

The nation's second-larg¬ 
est drugstore chain will pay 
about $1.9 billion to run 
Target’s in-store health op¬ 
erations and expand what 
they offer for customers 
who have come to expect 
that they will be able to fill 
a prescription when they 
shop at Target. 

Drugstores, grocers and 
big retailers like Target and 
Wal-Mart all have been 
pushing into each other's 
turf for several years now, 
blurring traditional retail 
boundaries, as they try 
to attract customers who 
want to make fewer stops 
when they go shopping. 
The number of stores the 
average consumer visits 
over a month has dropped 
15 percent over the last five 
years, according to market 
researcher NPD Group. 

“In other words, they’re 
not running from place to 
place to place like they 
used to,” said Marshal Co¬ 
hen, NPD’s chief retail in¬ 
dustry analyst. “It doesn't 
mean I am shopping less, 
it just means I am going to 


less stores.” 

In response, retailers have 
been adding clinics and 
pharmacies. Drugstores, in 
turn, have started stocking 
groceries. 

All these businesses are 
chasing health care dollars 
as they watch Baby Boom¬ 
ers grow older and start us¬ 
ing the health care system 
more and as the number of 
insured people climbs due 


to the health care over¬ 
haul. 

Target Chairman and CEO 
Brian Cornell said CVS 
Health will bring more ex¬ 
pertise and scale to its 
pharmacies and clinics 
than the retailer could offer 
on its own. He said research 
shows that their custom¬ 
ers “absolutely expect” to 
have pharmacy services 
available at Target loca¬ 


tions. 

“They want to see the con¬ 
venience of that inside our 
stores,” Cornell said. 

Target customers will be 
able to use CVS Health 
programs that provide spe¬ 
cialty drugs, a fast-growing 
slice of the pharmaceutical 
market, or help those with 
chronic conditions stay on 
their medications. 

CVS Health customers who 


get prescriptions through 
the company’s Caremark 
pharmacy benefits man¬ 
agement business also will 
be able to grab refills at 
Target stores. 

“I think this is creating an 
opportunity to define con¬ 
venience in a way the cus¬ 
tomer wants to define it,” 
CVS CEO Larry Merlo said. 
Target has nearly 1,800 
stores and also sells prod¬ 
ucts through its Target.com 
website. The retailer, which 
caters to customers who 
have a little more money 
than Wal-Mart shoppers, is 
trying to reinvent itself as a 
more nimble and innova¬ 
tive company under Cor¬ 
nell.Cornell said that the 
CVS Health deal strength¬ 
ens its health care busi¬ 
ness while allowing the re¬ 
tailer to focus more on oth¬ 
er areas like improving its 
food offerings.The deal an¬ 
nounced Monday includes 
more than 1,660 pharma¬ 
cies in Target stores that will 
be branded as CVS/phar- 
macy. The agreement also 
calls for new Target stores 
to include a CVS/pharma- 
cy if they are going to offer 
pharmacy services. 

Target Corp.’s nearly 80 
clinic locations will be re¬ 
branded under the CVS 
Health MinuteClinic label.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran 
launched its first official 
matchmaking website on 
Monday in a bid to en¬ 
courage millions of singles 
to marry, officials said, in¬ 
sisting it is not a dating ser¬ 
vice. 

“We have high demand 
for marriage and 11 mil¬ 
lion bachelors who are in¬ 
creasing every day,” Dep¬ 
uty Minister of Youth Af¬ 
fairs and Sports Mahmoud 
Golzari said in a ceremony 
launching the site. “This is a 
significant issue for the rul¬ 
ing system,” he added. 

The website, Hamsan.Teby- 
an.net, provides a platform 
for singles to post their pro¬ 
files and specify what they 
are looking for in a po¬ 
tential spouse. A board of 
mediators matches appli¬ 
cants after reviewing their 
age, education, wealth 
and family background. 
Golzari insisted the website 
is not for dating. 

“The matchmaking web¬ 
site you are seeing today is 
not a website for introduc¬ 
ing boys and girls to each 
other,” he said. He added 
that he hoped the website 
would serve as a model for 
other Muslim countries. 
After several years of suc¬ 
cessful policies aimed 
at curbing population 
growth, Iran, with a popu¬ 
lation of 80 million, has be¬ 
gun encouraging young 
people to marry and have 
more children. The govern¬ 
ment fears that an aging 
population could one day 
overwhelm its social pro¬ 
grams. 

Iran has stopped providing 
free contraception and 
funding vasectomies, while 
state-sanctioned sermons 
have encouraged larger 
families. The government 
is also considering fund¬ 
ing low-interest loans for 
new couples and provid¬ 
ing cash payments to new 
parents. 

Under the Islamic repub¬ 
lic’s constitution, the gov¬ 
ernment is obliged to fa¬ 
cilitate marriage and the 
formation of new families 
as well as protecting exist¬ 
ing ones. □

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Scientists emerge from isolated dome on Hawaii volcano slope

HONOLULU (AP) — Six sci¬ 
entists who were living un¬ 
der a dome on the slopes 
of a dormant Hawaii vol¬ 
cano for eight months to 
simulate life on Mars have 
emerged from isolation. 
The crew stepped out¬ 
side the dome that's 8,000 
feet (2,400 meters) up the 
slopes of Mauna Loa to 
feel fresh air on their skin 
Saturday. It was the first 
time they left without don¬ 
ning a space suit. 

The scientists are part of 
a human performance 
study funded by NASA that 
tracked how they worked 
together as a team. They 
have been monitored 
by surveillance cameras, 
body movement trackers 
and electronic surveys. 
Crew member Jocelyn 
Dunn said it was awesome 
to feel the sensation of 
wind on her skin. 

“When we first walked out 
the door, it was scary not 
to have a suit on,” said 
Dunn, 27, a doctoral can¬ 
didate at Purdue Univer¬ 
sity. “We’ve been pretend¬ 


ing for so long." 

The dome’s volcanic loca¬ 
tion, silence and its simu¬ 
lated airlock seal provided 


an atmosphere similar to 
space. Looking out the 
dome’s porthole windows, 
all the scientists could see 
were lava fields and moun¬ 
tains, said University of Ha¬ 
waii professor Kim Binsted, 
principal investigator for 
the study. 

Tracking the crew mem¬ 
bers' emotions and per¬ 
formance in the isolated 
environment could help 
ground crews during future 
missions to determine if a 
crew member is becoming

depressed or if the team 
is having communication 
problems. “Astronauts are 
very stoic people, very lev¬ 
el-headed, and there’s a 
certain hesitancy to report 
problems,” Binsted said. 
“So this is a way for people 
on the ground to detect 
cohesion-related prob¬ 
lems before they become 
a real issue." Spending 
eight months in a confined 
space with six people had 
its challenges, but crew 
members relieved stress 


doing team workouts and 
yoga. They were able to 
use a solar-powered tread¬ 
mill and stationary bike, 
but only in the afternoons 
on sunny days. 

“When you’re having a 
good day its fine, it’s fun. 
You have friends around 
to share in the enjoyment 
of a good day,” Dunn said. 
“But if you have a bad 
day, it's really tough to be 
in a confined environment. 
You can't get out and go 
for a walk ... it’s constantly 
witnessed by everyone." 
The hardest part was be¬ 
ing far away from family 
and missing events like her 
sister's wedding, for which 
she delivered a toast via 
video, Dunn said. “I’m glad 
I was able to be there in 
that way, but ... I just al¬ 
ways dreamed of being 
there to help,” she said. 

The first thing crew mem¬ 
bers did when they 
emerged from the dome 
was to chow down on 
foods they’ve been crav¬ 
ing — juicy watermelon, 
deviled eggs, peaches 
and croissants, which was 
a step up from the freeze 
dried chili they’d been eat¬ 
ing. Next on Dunn’s list: go¬ 
ing for a swim. Showers in 
the isolated environment 
were limited to six minutes 
per week, she said. 

“To be able to just sub¬ 
merge myself in water for 
as long as I want, to feel 
the sun, will be amazing,” 
Dunn said. “I feel like a 
ghost.”Q 
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Neuroscience inspires cartoon action in Pixar's ‘Inside Out’

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Draw¬ 
ing on real neuroscience 
and the latest psychologi¬ 
cal research, “Inside Out” 
goes where no animat¬ 
ed film has gone before: 
Deep inside the workings 
of a young girl’s mind. 

The much anticipated 
Pixar release, the studio’s 
first in two years, bills itself 
as "a major emotion pic¬ 
ture.” Opening Friday, it 
centers on 11-year-old Ri¬ 
ley, a happy, hockey-lov¬ 
ing kid. Most of the action, 
though, takes place inside 
her head, where her staff 
of personified emotions — 
Joy, Anger, Sadness, Fear 
and Disgust — is in charge 
of operations. 

When Riley is shaken by 
her family’s move across 
the country, her emotions 
must navigate through her 
subconscious, dreams and 
memories to restore bal¬ 
ance and protect her bur¬ 
geoning personality. 

It’s not just heady territory 
for an animated family film. 
Experts say it’s scientifically 
accurate and could ex¬ 
pand popular understand¬ 
ing of human emotions. 

“It really tells us something 
very true and unique about 
emotional experience," 
said psychology professor 
Dacher Keltner of Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
an expert in the study of 
emotions who consulted 
with Pixar on the film and 
saw an early screening. 
“The film suggests that, in 
a way, all emotions have 
their purpose, and that is 
very much in line with the 
recent science.” 
Writer-director Pete Docter 
wanted to deeply under¬ 
stand the science behind 
such intellectual concepts 
as personality and memory 
before visually interpreting 
them on screen. Fie stud¬ 
ied scientific papers and 
cross-checked story ideas 
with Keltner and other 
brain and behavior experts 
as he developed the film. 

“I felt a pretty heavy re¬ 
sponsibility (to accuracy),” 
Docter said. “It sort of sty¬ 
mied me fora while in mak¬ 
ing decisions. I remember 
sweating in my office, like... 
I don’t know, what if I get it 


wrong?” 

Pixar artists were tasked 
with imagining how to de¬ 
pict memories: Flow would 
they be kept and stored? 
Flow are they forgotten 
and where do they go? 
They dreamed up ways to 
represent intangible things 
like personality and the 
subconscious. 


Ultimately, scientific ac¬ 
curacy took a backseat 
to story, Docter said: “We 
didn't want to do anything 
that would get us laughed 
out of the room, but we 
definitely stretched things 
and took some leeway.” 

In the film, Riley is upset 
when her family’s move 
from Minnesota to San 


Francisco forces her to 
leave her best friend and 
her hockey team and start 
at a new school. Inside her 
head, Joy (Amy Poehler) 
normally reigns over the 
staff of emotions, but Sad¬ 
ness (Phyllis Smith) steps in 
after the move. 

As Joy vies for control, 
she and Sadness get lost 


deep in the recesses of 
Riley’s mind, leaving Fear 
(Bill Flader), Anger (Lewis 
Black) and Disgust (Mindy 
Kaling) at the helm. Riley 
appears angry and sullen 
to the outside world un¬ 
til Joy and Sadness make 
peace and return to their 
positions inside “head¬ 
quarters." 


Poehler called the film's 
take on emotions “a revo¬ 
lutionary concept." 

“We tell ourselves that the 
constant pursuit of hap¬ 
piness is whaf we need fo 
do, and if you’re not doing 
it, you’re doing something 
wrong,” she said. “Instead, 
this big concept of feeling 
your feelings and trying to 


stay true to who you are 
and what you want, that’s 
the journey. That’s life, 
man!” 

The sfory pufs a premium 
on one girl’s welFbeing, 
Kaling said. 

“This is a big summer block¬ 
buster movie, and the jour¬ 
ney that she’s going on is 
not to find a crystal neck¬ 


lace or an amulet or to kill 
a dragon or find a witch 
and do a riddle, it’s just to 
be happy,” she said. 
Keltner, whose studies of 
emotion involve monitor¬ 
ing blood flow in the brain 
and measuring facial-mus¬ 
cle movements, said see¬ 
ing the film’s imaginative 
depictions of the mind, 
memories and feelings was 
“exhilarating.” 

“They have done a really 
faithful job in thinking hard 
within the constraints of 
the movie about what the 
science of emotion has re¬ 
vealed at the most funda¬ 
mental level,” he said. On 
the accuracy scale? "I’d 
give it a nine out of 10.” 
Producer Jonas Rivera 
characterized the film’s 
approach as “like the 
greatest hits of mind theo¬ 
ry.” 

“It’s fun enough and whim¬ 
sical enough that even the 
most devout scientist can 
see,” he said, “if there are 
any inaccuracies scien¬ 
tifically, well, the emotions 
are also wearing pants.” 
Keltner believes the sci¬ 
ence it presents is accu¬ 
rate enough that the sweet 
story could influence how 
people feel about feelings. 
“We denigrate the emo¬ 
tions, and this movie is go¬ 
ing to say: Emotions are 
how we look at the world 
and they’re how we relate 
to other people,” he said. 
It’s “liberating" for kids to 
have these characters as 
a means for describing 
their feelings, said Poehler, 
who has two young sons. 
And she thinks it can be 
just as valuable for adults. 
“When you’re in a mo¬ 
ment, you’re so at street 
level,” she said, "and this 
film gives you a bird’s-eye 
view of what thoughts and 
feelings do fo you, whaf 
fhey look like and whaf 
fhey want.” 

Making “Inside Out" 
changed Docter’s per¬ 
spective on human be¬ 
havior. 

“All these emotions are 
kind of programmed and 
act below your conscious 
threshold,” he said. “Mak¬ 
ing a little more sense of 
fhis made me realize, in a 
way, to cut people a little 
more slack.

Review: James Taylor solid, at 
times sublime on new album

James Taylor, “Before This 
World” (Concord Records) 
In more than four decades, 
James Taylor has seen 
fire and rain, showered 
the people with love and 
steamrolled his way into 
millions of hearts. 

That would be enough for 
many, but JT has more mu¬ 
sical work to do. 


Taylor's new album, “Be¬ 
fore This World,” arrives 13 
years after his last studio al¬ 
bum of original songs. And 
it does nothing to threaten 
his legacy. 

The 67-year-old has re¬ 
tained his abilities to craft 
and deliver a song. His 
simple, elegant acoustic 
fretwork and supple tenor 
sound much as they did in 
his 1970s hit-making hey¬ 


day. The new collection 
sounds familiar without be¬ 
ing a retread. 

“Montana” evokes “Sweet 
Baby James” in meter, 
mood and melody. And 
“SnowTime” will certainly 
raise comparisons to “Mex¬ 
ico," though this one's set in 
Toronto and he sings about 
decamping to the United 
States' neighbor to the 
north instead of the south. 
Was there an obscure, 
equal-time clause tucked 
into NAFTA that required 
Taylor to pen an ode to 
Canada after Mexico?Not 
everything’s a grand-slam: 
“Angels of Fenway," a 
ballad for fans of his be¬ 
loved Boston team, is by 
no means a strikeout but 
is unabashedly homer-ish 
and the nostalgia gets a 
bit thick in spots. Of course, 
that sentiment wouldn’t be 
shared by New Englanders, 
who are prone to preface 
Yankees with “damn” or 
something worse. 

Two songs elevate the al¬ 
bum from good to great: 
“Before This World" and 
“Far Afghanistan. Q 


Blaze Starr, burlesque dancer linked to governor, dead at 83

CHARLESTON, West Virginia 
(AP) — Blaze Starr, a bur¬ 
lesque icon and stripper 
whose affair with a 19505- 
era Louisiana governor 
gained notoriety for both 
parties, died Monday at 
age 83. 

Starr’s nephew, Earsten 
Spaulding, said she died 
at her Wilsondale, West 
Virginia, home after expe¬ 
riencing heart issues the 
past few years. 

Born Fannie Belle Fleming 
in Wayne County, West Vir¬ 
ginia, Starr long performed 
at the Two O'clock Club 
in Baltimore, earning her 
the nickname, “The Hottest 
Blaze in Burlesque.” 

She’s better known for 
what happened when she 
landed at the Sho-Bar club 
in New Orleans. 

That’s where Starr famously 
had an affair with Louisi¬ 


ana Gov. Earl K. Long, who 
served in the 1940s and 
1950s. 

Gus Weill, one of Louisi¬ 
ana’s first political consul¬ 
tants who got his start in 
politics in the 1960s, said 
Starr was a “knockout” 
beauty who gave New Or¬ 
leans glamor. He did not 


know her personally. 

“They had the romance 
and history, and she added 
a good dollop of glamor,” 
Weill said abouf her con¬ 
tribution to New Orleans. 
“She was a wonderful 
dancer and much loved.” 
The flamboyant stripper 
who grew up in West Vir¬ 


ginia’s coalfields also laid 
claim fo sleeping wifh John 
F. Kennedy before he won 
the presidency. 

Starr later migrated more 
toward comedy acts 
when she bought the Two 
O’clock Club. 

Filmmaker John Waters, a 
Baltimore native who cele¬ 
brated the city’s weirdness 
in movies such as “Pink Fla¬ 
mingos” and “Pecker,” said 
he watched Starr’s shows 
as a teenager, though 
he never met her. He said 
her wardrobe was a ma¬ 
jor influence on Divine, the 
cross-dressing actor who 
starred in several of Waters’ 
movies. 

“She would lie on this 
bench and papier-mache 
flames would shoot up be¬ 
tween her legs. Other boys 
my age were at football 
games and the Orioles and 
the Colts, 

but I was thinking about 
Blaze Starr, and not in an 


erotic way, either,” Waters 
told The Associated Press 
on Monday. 

“Just from a showbiz point 
of view, I respected her 
deeply.” 

Waters said Starr was an 
important figure in the his¬ 
tory of postwar Baltimore. 
“She was a stripper on The 
Block, which for a long time 
was Baltimore’s only tourist 
attraction, really, from the 
Second World War and af¬ 
ter, that was why people 
went to Baltimore,” he said. 
“I still think she was the best 
tourist attraction that Balti¬ 
more ever had." 

He said she was “never 
tawdry” and was able to 
build a diverse fan base. 
“She had a sense of hu¬ 
mor, and she turned whaf 
was once thought of as a 
negative career, being a 
stripper, into a class act in 
a weird way,” Waters said. 
“No one looked down on 
Blaze Starr.”Q 
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
